The 
ground is planted to citrus fruit, and 
has in addition a large number of 
magnificent live oaks, Mr. Seaman hav ¬ 
ing always called the spot "Oak Glen."

It is one of the hand¬ 
somest building sites in Sierra Madre. 
Mr. Seaman was one of the* original 
Sierra Madre colony, having purchased 
the land from the late N. C, Cartel 
when the Sierra Madre tract was first 
sub-divided.

Only One Nomination for Each 
Office to Be Filled at the 
City Election 


Bullet Wound Proves Less Dan 
gerous Than Was Feared 
When Received 


With still more drunks seen in town 
during the past week and with as 
many as six men seen drinking from a 
demijohn on a public street one 
day, plenty of additional evidence has 
accumulated to support the statements 
made in last week’s News that there 
were too many drunks in town and that 
the liquor which caused it was pro¬ 
cured In Sierra Madre. 

In former years it was the usual 
tiling for men to go from Sierra Madre 
to Arcadia to satisfy their thirst for 
booze. Booze is now' apparently easier 
to get or cheaper in Sierra Madre than 
in Arcadia, judging by the number of 
men who come up from the south 
empty handed or with empty demi¬ 
johns, and go away with themselves 
and their demijohns loaded. Sometimes 
they are not able to get away without 
assistance. Both white men and Mexi¬ 
cans are among them. 

So numerous have they been during 
the past month or two that residents 
of the South part of tow'n feel that 
they have a right to ask, "‘where do 
they get it?" These visitors have 
caused some exceedingly unpleasant 
experiences for residents of that part 
of town. It appears to be absolutely 
unsafe for women to venture out of 
doors at night unaccompanied by men 
and sometimes by day. for fear of be¬ 
ing molested. 

Face the Facts 

The condition described briefly and 
mildly here are not to be denied or 
lightly set aside. These statements and 
those made in last week's News are 
based on the personal observations of 
the editor, and statements of many 
persons who will make affidavit if 
necessary to prove them. Anyone .»f«a 
says they are overdrawn simply lies or 
speaks without knowledge of the sit¬ 
uation, which is about as had under 
the circumstances. 

In last week's News it was said that 
the responsibility for this condition 
must be laid to the wineries or to a 
blind pig. Because the News said 
""wineries" instead of using the singu¬ 
lar when there was only one winery 
in town the editor has been accused of 
making an underhanded slur at the 
Hart winery. It was not the intent of 
the editor, that there should be any¬ 
thing underhanded or capable of being 
misunderstood in that article. To make 
it plain, it is said again that large 
quantities of booze of a kind that 
makes men beastly drunk, are being 
sold in Sierra Madre, and there ore 
only two possible answers—a blind pig 
or the winery. 

That statement was met in a curious 
way by some of the wets. Some wets 
said the only drunkenness in Sierra 
Madre is among picnickers who bring 


What promised to be-an exciting and 
highly entertaining municipal cam¬ 
paign seems likely now to he a cam¬ 
paign without a sign of a fight. The 
reason lies in the fact that Just one 
nomination has be-'-.i made for each of 
the five offices to be filled. Who would 
have thought It? 

Wednesday was the last day for til¬ 
ing nominations, under the new elec¬ 
tion law. The lolloping nominations 
were made: 

For trustee: N. W. Tarr, L. K. Stein- 
hergor and J. M. Beard. (Three to be 
elected for four years each.) 

For clerk. <'. II. Perry. 

For treasurer, Max W. Wolff. 

All the men named except J. M. 
Beard are candidates for re-election. 
Trustee Btelnberger has served about 
five years, having been first appointed 
and then re-elected for a full term. 
Trustee Tarr has served a year or 
more, having been appointed to fill a 
vacancy. He objected strenuously to 
serving on the board again but was 
practically forced to run by friends, 
who thought him good material or ob¬ 
jected to making unnecessary changes 
at this time. Trustee Gray announced 
on Saturday that he could not serve 
again on account of his health. 

Anouncement that a nominating pe¬ 
tition had been filed for J. M. Beard 
has hen received with general approval. 
Mr. Beard is deservedly popular with 
all who know him. He is recognized 
as a capable business man, able to 
make up his mind I >r himself and not 
be bluffed. He has .no", been identified 
with any local faction. As Ihe "mayor" 
of Sturtevant’s camp he is as well 
known to multitudes of people from 
other places as he is to his own towns¬ 
men. 

C. II. Perry has served as city clerk 
for four years, and as secretary of thy 
water company. Since the work of the 
latter position will na'ii’.iMy fall to the 
city clerk's department when the city 
takes over the water system, he will 
fit into the job very naturu'ly. 

Since his appointment its city treas¬ 
urer for :in ur.expired iemi Max WoKT 
has set a new standard o' efficiency 
and methodical work in the city ball. 
He has not only put his own office on 
a new plane but has been caliei upon 
to help reorganize the systems in ether 
departments. 

Registration for the city election 
closes on March 13. The improbability 
of an election contest should not detet 
anyone from registering and then go¬ 
ing to the polls when the time comes. 
It will still he possible to write in the 
names of people for whom you wish 
to vote if the nominees do not suit 
you. So whether you like the candi¬ 
dates or not, do not fail to register be¬ 
fore March 13 and to vote on April 13. 


Friends of E. F. Ballou will he glad 
to know that he has shown steady im¬ 
provement since recovering from the 
first shock of the bullet wound re¬ 
ceived in the encounter with Mrs. Elea¬ 
nor Warren, as reported in last week's 
News. I)r. Mackerras removed the bul¬ 
let on Saturday, which had struck a 
rib on entering the breast, passed out 
at the side and again penetrated the 
skin at the arm pit. lodging behind 
the shoulder. Mr. Ballou has been sit¬ 
ting up dally and Informed the editor 
of the News Thursday that he expect¬ 
ed to be out within a fortnight. He 
sent greetings to the many friends who 
have been solicitous regarding his con¬ 
dition. 

As soon as Mr. Ballou's injury was 
found to he less serious than seemed 
probable at first Mrs. Warren was re¬ 
leased on bonds pending a hearing 
which was set for March 3 and later 
postponed to March 10 by Recorder 
Perry. 

As is usually the case, the air has 
been thick with gossip since the un¬ 
fortunate encounter. All sorts of stories 
have been In circulation regarding the 
realty sale which led up to it. The 
garbled accounts which appeared in 
the Los Angeles dallies furnished abun¬ 
dant food for gossips who were busy 
trying the case out of court. 

Additional light will be thrown on 
tile situation by tile following state¬ 
ment ... for publication from 

Mr. Ballou: 

Sierra Madre. March f>, 1914. 
George B. Morgridge, Editor Sierra 
Madre News. 

Dear Sir; Desirous of setting my¬ 
self right before the people of thin 
community with reference to the trou¬ 
ble betwen Mrs. Eleanor B. Warren 
and myself, in view of the many mis¬ 
statements published in connection 
therewith. I will esteem it a favor if 
you will publish this In your next is¬ 
sue. The trouble arose over the pur¬ 
chase of a lot In the Park Manor tract. 
Last November she signed an agree¬ 
ment to sell this lot to me. accepted a 
purl of the purchase price, agreeing to 
give me immediate possession, includ¬ 
ing the fruit then on the trees, and 
delivered to me a share of the S. M. 
Water company’s stock and a certificate 
of title of the lot. The lot had been 
previously purchased by her with her 
own money, and the agreement of sale 
was made out to her. When the deed 
was made, however, for purposes Of 
tier own. she had It made out In the 
name of a niece. This, according to 
tier own statement, was without con¬ 
sideration and only for a blind. I had 
no direct personal dealing with tier 
The business was transacted through 
Mr. A. S. Mend. The original agree¬ 
ment, signed by her, contained no 
clause "subject to the owner’s ap¬ 
proval, ” ns she claims. She was the 
actual owner, had always cluimed to 
be, and, l>y accepting a part of the 
price, approved the terms. When she 
tried to go back on the bargain, under 
the advice of a competent attorney, I 
took possession of the lot and the 
fruit and have since retained it. The 
attorney informed me that there was 
no doubt or question in the matter, 
that she could and should be compelled 
to carry out her part of the contract. 
If she was right and 1 wrong, she had 
a legal and a peaceable remedy. Ot 
tile day of the shooting she came upon 
the lot where I was working, not pick¬ 
ing lemons, as she states, but pruning 
I did not at any time, strike or attempt 
to si ike her, did not swear at her, and 
did not order her off the lot. Without 
cause, after a few words, she drew u 
revolver from a handbag which she 
carried, pointed it at me and threat¬ 
ened to shoot. I said. "Shoot, you cow¬ 
ard, if it will give you any satisfac¬ 
tion." Shortly afterward, in attempt¬ 
ing to get possession of the gun and 
disarm her, she fought with the strength 
and ferocity of a tigress, and, tn the 
struggle, succeeded in forcing the muz¬ 
zle of the gun against my breast and 
pulled the trigger. Later, while on the 
ground, to which we had both fallen 
after the shot, still struggling to get 
the gun away from tier, and to prevent 
tier shooting again, I felt myself grow¬ 
ing weak from the shock of the wound 
and the loss of blood, and railed to a 
neighbor who was near by. He quickly 
came, helped to disarm her. and assist¬ 
ed me home. This is a brief statement 
of tlte facts.

Water bonds to the amount of $75,000 
will be purchased by the state board of 
control, the formal bid having been re¬ 
ceived and accepted at a meeting of the 
city trustees held on Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. The bonds are taken ut par and 
accrued Interest, and the money will be 
received by the city Just as soon us 
prepared and turned over to the state 
This sale leaves $36,001) of the $111,- 
000 issue to be taken up before the 
transfer of the water system to the 
city can be completed. Strenuous ef¬ 
forts are being made to put through 
the iilan outlined In the News some 
weeks ago, by which the larger stock¬ 
holders In the company should ex¬ 
change their stockholdings for bonds 
Subscriptions are also Invited from 
local people having money to Invest 
whether enough for a $1,000 bond or 
only for a fraction of a bond. 

Stock Exchange Plan 
In the exchange plan the First Na¬ 
tional Bank has agreed to act as es¬ 
crow agent without compensation. If 
enough subscriptions are mude on the 
exchange basis the bank will buy the 
remaining $36,000 bonds from the city 
for cusli at par and accrued interest 
according to law. Members of the 
water company will then turn their 
stockholdings over to the bank und re¬ 
ceive in exchange the bonds, or cer¬ 
tificates of title to fractions thereof, 
us the case may be. There Is no com¬ 
mission In the deal whatever, In spite 
of some current opinion to the con¬ 
trary. If individual subscriptions to the 
amount of about $35,000 are mude, the 
bunk will go further and take rare of 
the remaining bonds itself. 

Existing bond market conditions 
seem to make this the only possible 
solution of the problem of completing 
the transfer at all early date. If the 
larger stockholders cannot see their 
way clear to take these 5 percent tax 
exempt bonds In exchange for their 
non-revenue producing stock, It will 
tie necessary to exercise the leasing 
privilege granted ut the last stockhold¬ 
ers' meeting. Both Mayor Jones and 
President Andrews of the water com¬ 
pany have been working strenuously to 
persuade the laggards to fall in line 
and help complete the transfer before

In 
that case it would seem to be up to 
Ihe wets who wanted an orderly, well 
conducted winery, to put that blind 
pig out of business and prove the win¬ 
ery is not to blame for the intolerable 
conditions which exist. 

While the editor of teh News has 
received a great many commendations 
for the stand taken last week, it must 
be said that the article was published 
absolutely without a suggestion coming 
from any other person. Ther was no 
"inspiration" back of it except a desire 
to bring about better conditions in the 
part of town where he happens to live 
and be familiar with the facts as re¬ 
ported.

Rainfall Reaches 54 Inches 

Foothill residents who thought they 
were getting more than their share of 
rainfall during the recent storms will 
read with Interest the report of tho 
rainfall at Dolby's Camp in the Te- 
junga canyon, announced by D. W. 
Colby. During the last storm the rain 
gunge recorded 23 Inches, making a 
total of 54 Inches for the season, far 
more than ever fell in one season dur¬ 
ing his 23 years of residence there. 
Water in Tejunga creek reached a 
mark six fet higher than he had known 
it in the same period. Mr. Colby's 
period of residence In the canyon does 
not Include the season of 1389-91), when 
a total of 48.61 Inches was recorded in 
Sierra Madre by Mr. Blunter, as com¬ 
pared with 42-14 inches to date for thy 
present season. It would he interesting 
to know what the rainfall In the Te- 
Junga amounted to during that record 
year In Sierra Madre.

FALLS FROM TRAIL 


Manuel Trejo, a Mexican living in 
Monrovia, was badly hurt on Monday 
hy falling from the Slurtevant trail 
and rolling down the canyon side with 
tils horse. With another Mexican lie 
was on his way into the mountains to 
see Chief Banger Sloune. The accident 
occurred at the point where the cut¬ 
off leaves the old trail to drop down 
into the canyon. The cause is not 
known exactly but the report that 
Trejo was pretty well Jagged may 
throw some light on it. His com¬ 
panion could not speak English, so thu 
Injured man managed to give him u 
note briefly stating his predicament, 
which was brought to the foot of the 
trail. J. M. Beard. Art Udell and 
George Cox started for the spot after 
leaving word for Dr. Mackerras to fol¬ 
low. The accident occurred about two 
In the afternoon and It was ten o'clock 
before Trejo could be patched up for 
removal and loaded on the improvised 
stretcher. It was four hours later when 
he had been carried over the weary 
miles to the foot of the trail, his Weight 
of 220 pounds making the Job extreme¬ 
ly difficult. A broken thigh, and sun¬ 
dry dislocations, scratches, cuts und 
bruises made the trip painful for .Trejo, 
who groaned when he was carried and 
then groaned when he was put down. 
Altogether it was about as unpleasant 
a trip as could tie imagined for all eon- 
cerned.
